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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention 
as claimed is not shown in the prior art especially with regard to a method of depositing 
a MgO film on a large area including a power control part to apply a voltage and an 
electric current to at least one magnesium target, the method comprising: applying a 
voltage to the magnesium target by the power control part to generate a sputtering 
discharge; increasing an electric current applied to the magnesium target by the power 
control part to increase power on the magnesium target when the voltage on the 
magnesium target stops increasing in response to an increase in the applied voltage.
